RUSSIA’ 10 SIGN 
TREATY ON CONTROL 
OF DARDANELLES 


Soviet Informs Near East 
Conference at Lausanne 
That Pact Will Be Ap- 
proved Within 3 Weeks.

LAUSANNE, July 20.—Soviet Rus- 
sia notified the Near East confer- 
ence today that she accepts the con- 
vention for control of the Turkish 


straits negotiated here and will sign 
the protocol at Constantinople with- 
in the next three weeks. 

Announcement the soviet de- 
cision created extraordinary inter- 
est here, as it brings the Moscow 
Government into official relations 
with the European Towers as co- 
signatory of an internatio&tial pact. 
it is understood that the Turkish 
Government induced the Russians to 
adhere to the convention jin the gen- 
eral interest of co-operation in the 
Near East. ~ 

The straits convention was agreed 
upon last December at _ the first 
ausanne conference but Wwas left 
unsigned when the general confer- 
ence broke up on differences over 
the main peace treaty. It is under- 
stood not to have been essentially 
changed by the present gathering. 

In general it provides_for a com-4 
plete freedom of the straits for 
merchant vessels in peace, and also 
in war, unless Turkey is a belliger- 
ent. when the-straits shall be free 
to neutrals which do not assist 
tne enemy by transporting contru- 
band or otherwise. 

For war ships in peace time, free- 
dom. of passage is accorded but the 
maximum force that any one power | 
may maintain in the Black. Sea is 
limited to an equality with the most 
powerful fleet of dny state border- 
ing on that sea, except* that’ the 
powers reserve the right to send a 
force not exceeding three warships 
through the straits at any time 
while peace prevails. 

In war time, with Turkey a neu- 
tral, the same regime shall prevail 
and even with Turkey a belligerent, 
neutral warships shall “have the 
right of passage without additional 
restrictions. 

A zone embracing the 
les, the Sea of Marmora 
Bosphorus is demilitarized by the 
convention, together with the hin- 
terland for a specified distance, in- 
cluding all the Gallipoli peninsula 
and a number of nearby islands in 
the Aegean sea.

ROCK SPRINGS, Wyo., July 20.— 


Lieut. Russell L. Maughan, army av- 
iator, who yesterday tried for the 


second time to make a dawn-to-dus 
flight from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific coasts, again failed. Hig air- 
plane was brought down with a 
leaking oil cooler at Rock Springs, 
Wyo., late in the afternoon. 

Winging his way westward across 
Wyoming mountain ranges at the 
rate of 170 miles an hour, after cov- 
lering more than two-thirds of tHe 
£670-mile flight, the Lieutenant was 
ferced to descend with oil pouring 
fram the plane's tank in bucketfuls 
and nauseating fumes engulfing the 
machine and weakening its intrepid 
pilot. 

Maughan had passed Rock Springs 
and had covered about half the dis- 
tance of. the fourth leg of his four- 
stop flight when he realized that 
to contirue and reach his goal, 
San Francisco, before night was imn- 
possible. 

He swerved his plane, turned back 
toward Rock Springs and landed at 
the mail field fhere at'5:08 p. m. It 
was just 15 hours after he took off 
from Mitchell Field, New York, yes- 
terday morning.

Prevention Work Emphasized. 

Misses May and Margaret Denny, 
with whom Miss Hart had been 
spending a vacation at a Fenton 
cabin, were accompanying her 
across stream ina canoe. When 
about half way across she sank. Her 
friends, who were poor swimmers, 
tried unsuccessfully to rescue ‘er 
from the canoe.- Her mother was 
at the cabin at the time. Divers 
and draggers worked most of the 
day and night to recover the body, 
Deputy Sheriff James Slevin of Fen- 
ton recovered it at 6 a. m. todzy, 
about 100 yards below the scene of 
the drowning. 

P. H. Byrns, executive secretary 
of the local chapter of the Red 
Cross, said today: 

“Prevention of drowning, not 
rescue work, is our main object on 
the Meramec. We have about 20 
guards along important stretches on 
holidays, and we are plankéng some- 
thing new to teach cauti to river 
fans. We have placed many warn- 
ing placards along the river; some 
of these disappearcetta recent rains, 
but they will be replaced. I be- 
lieve that many cases of drowning 
reported as due to ‘cramps’ are 
really due to heart trouble, and 
that people with any ailment of this 
organ ought to stay away from the 
water.

CUMMONS TALKS

LONDON, July 20.— Renewed 
frank discussion of the possibility 
of a war with Japan in the future 
came to an end in the House of 
Commons last night with the pas- 
sage, under closure, by a vote of 
217 to 130 of the naval estimates 
providing for strengthening the 
naval base at Singapore. 

Most of the opposition came from 
Liberal and ILabor members who 
argued that the project was not in 
spirit with the Washington confer- 
ence and that its completion would 
impel resumption of competition in 
naval armament and sow the seeds 
of war. Some opponents conceded, 
nevertheless, that the spread of 
Japanese immigration might be a 
source of difficulty between Great 
Britain and Japan a generation” 
hence. 

These assertions were countered 
by Lieutenant-Colonel L. 8. Amery, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, who 
contended that all the delegates at 
Washington understood that Great 
Britain reserved the right to 
strengthen the Singapore base and 
that the Meridian 110 was speci- 
fied in the treaty limiting the area 
of its application to exclude Singa- 
pore for~Tie terms of the agree- 
ment. , 

Fortifications Defensive. 

He described the fortifications as 
defensive, pointing out that Japan 
was building dock yards and naval 
base extensions which it had in mind 
before the Washington conference 
and that the United States also was 
adding to its fortifications east of 
the zone included in the treaty. 

Other speakers asserted that Hol- 
land was increasing her fleet and 
fortifying her East India bases. 

Commander Kenworthy exhorted 
the Government to realize where its 
policy was leading it. To make 
Singapore safe and efficient would 
mean the doubling of the 
Navy and the expenditure of 50,000,- 
000 pounds and would give rise to 
suspicion and rivalry leading to war.

Employment Agencies, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

ECENTLY you had an article in your 

editorial column by a person who had 
experiences with employment bureaus, 
Several months ago I went the rounds 
and although I had very good references, 
local, with past experience in St. Louis, I 
had just returned from the East, and hav- 
ing, in a manner, become a stranger in 
St. Louis, and being obliged to get em- 
ployment at once, I made application in 
at least half a dozen agencies, and also 
with the Y. M. C. A. and the Legion. 

I found suitable work through your 
want ads. It is not my aim to praise your 
paper. It is a good one and speaks for 
{iself. But it is rather my idea to concur 
with the suggestion of my predecessor— 
when a person needs help of any kind it 
is just as easy to call the Y. M. C. A. or 
the Legion as it is the bureaus. Or, if 
he wishes, list his needs with the free 


‘ agencies as well as the professional em- 


ployment bureaus. A few of the bureaus 
were conducted with remarkable ef- 
ficiency—in that they covered the field 
well in finding the work, but their fees 
‘corresponded. ‘But their attitude Is very 
provoking. They lose sight of the fact 
that they are working for a fee an‘ not 
dispensing charity, and apparently hive 
little regard for the time of the appli- 
eants. If employment is offered and the 
applicant refuses it, regardless of rea- 
son, itis a serious offense. In my partic- 
vlar case I decided to withdraw my ap- 
plication before I had found work, and 
one bureau, probably the largest liere, 
did not hesitate to rebuke me for having 
“wasted” their time and efforts to locate 
me. Probably it was because they . st 
a fee. - 

Their fees are entirely out of line. I put 
in for $150 per month or more. Based 
on $150, the fee is $90 for the job, one- 
half to be paid on reporting for work and 
the balance in two weeks. I think, at any 
rate, before the end of one month. That 
would be three-fifths of one month's sal- 
ary or practically one-sixteenth of a 
year’s pay. If such payment guaranteed 
employment or offered a reasonable as- 
surance of work it might alter the case. 
Eut generally speaking the idea is to 
place men and to get the fees. If they 
fit in they are fortunate. If they do not, 
it ie another fee, or a part fee at any rate. 
Only in the Y. M. C. A. was any real test 
of my ability made. In connection with 
the others, if a man finds himself unable 
to do the work properly, he starts over 
again, except that part of his fee will be 
credited on subsequent employment 
through the same bureau. H. P.

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NEMESIS FOR TIMBER WASTE. 


The embargo threatened by the Canadian Parlia- 
ment on the export of logs suitable for woodpulp is 
causing a panic among American paper mill men 
in New England, New York and the Lake States, 
who have been almost entirely dependent on this 
export for raw material to keep their mills in oper- 
ation. Canada is acting in her own interest, in 
order to conserve her forests and encourage her 
own timber and paper industries. It is not likely, 
therefore, that diplomacy will be able to prevent the 
embargo, and the United States is menaced with 
a paper famine as a result of our reckless waste 
of timber. Our last stand of virgin forest, on the 
Pacific Coast, represents the end of a trail of waste 
from the Atlantic to the Rocky Mountains, which 
has left in its wake over 300,000,000 acres of 
stumps. 

Don C. Seitz of the New York World, who, like 
many others, foresaw this outcome of American 
recklessness, suggests that one way out is for the 
New England and other border paper mills to pull 
up’ stakes and move over into Canada, with as 
much of their equipment as they can take. But 
what facilities and privileges will the Canadian 
Government allow them, and how many of them 
will be able to finance such a move? The loss of 
these industries will be felt in the communities 
where they have thriven.

FRUIT MOULD. 

Place tm a saucepan a quart of 
well washed, ripe raspberries with a 
small cupful of water. Let heat and 
melt until soft, then squeeze out the 
juice and add enough water to make 
just a quart. Add a cupful.of sugar 
and cook gently until it is melted 
Thicken until it is as thick as cus- 
tard. pour into wet cups and set tc 
Serve with rich 
cream. 

FRUIT TART 

Lime a tart dish with good, rich 
pastry. Lay in ripe pineapple cut in 
convenient pieces, sprinkle with 
sugar mixed with a teaspoonful of 
cornstarch, add a quarter<upful of 
water, dot with butter and Iattice 
over the topcrust. Bake until the 
crust fs done.
